Tlie Atlauttip Terminias. 

Now that the Canada Pnciflo Enihvay 
]itt3 emerged from Utopia, tliO' iniblie 
nnind naturally turns to the details of ii 
BcliGuio no longer doubtful. lua.smuch 
as it, must compote -with American lines, 
the quostiou of tormiuu.i on both ocean.s 
■becomes a matter of very great impor- 
tance. Hero, on the Pacific, the question 
is cfonsidored pretty well settled. Thero 
Boeins to bo little doubt that Eaquinmlt 
will bocomo the terminus on the Paoilic, 
thus giving our road a marked advantjigo 
over its immediate rival. The questiori 
of an Atlantic toriuinuB may be regarded 
as still open. It will be admitted that, 
for some years to come, Halifax will be 
regarded as the terminus; but the advan- 
tage of reaching by rail a point still near- 
er to the British Isles .and thereby short- 
ening the inevitable soa-voyago as inueh 
as possible, is so great as to induce the 
belief -that Halifax will not long continue 
to be the terminus. In his preliminary 
report on the Intercoloui.il Railway, Jlr. 
Saudford Fleming suggested a doubt an 
to HfilLfax continuing to bo the terminus. 
Ho thought a point nearer to Europe 
would be sought; and he argued in favcu- 
of a r.iilway acrossNewfoundhuultdsemo 
accessible port ontho Gulf of St.Lawremc 
whence a line of steamers would can y the 
passengers to Shi])Og:in, at the entrance 
of the Hay of Clialeurs. The readers of 
this journal may reuionibLT that a similar 
solienio was propounded in tliose columns 
souiojthroe yo.irs|ago. t)no dilUcuIty in tlie 
way is that," during the months of winter 
it would be difficult to cross over. If 
would appear to be' of supremo importance 
that -^^diatevor seaport on the Athuitic 
bIuvU bo chosen as the terminus of the 
great transcontinental raihv.\v shall be 
easy of access all the year round. In the 
report already gadverted to Mr. Fleming 
has indicated what ia everyway likely to 
become the permanent terminus. "Hali- 
fax," he says, " may have to give way to' 
the most ea«torly harbors in Nova Scotia 
— ono at Sidney, wliero the beat of c<jal 
aljounds, and the other, the old French 
harbor of Louiabourg, where similar ad- 
vantages may obtain." Upon this suljjcct 
the Toronto Mnii has an able article from 
which wcj; make tlio ft)llowing extract:-— 
"Of these two ports, ono alone is open 
and accessible at all seasons, and that is 
Louisbourg, which once jtlaycd so impor- 
tant a jnu't in the early history of tliis 
continent. This harbor, which is two 
miles in length and half a mile in width, 
with a depth of five and six fathoms, 
oommunicatea with the open country l)yft 
channel only half a mile in length, and 
one third of a mile in width, having a 
depth of six to ten fathoms. A vessel 
arriving on the coa.st with a favorable 
^Yind, can reach safe anchorage in a few 
minutes after passing the liglithouao 
which stands, tall and grim, on the preci- 
jiitous rocks on one side of the entrance. 
This great facility of access, no doubt, 
was ono of the principal reasons why 
Ijouisbourg harbor was chosen by the 
French for their headquarters on tho (rulf 
in preference to other ports like Sidney 
and St. Ann's which are in other respects 
superior. Vessels can ride at anchor with 
safety in all partw of the liarbor, when tho 
rocky coast ontbido, and tho islamis at 
tho entrance, not more tlian lialf a mile 
distant, are exposed to tlie unliroken fury 
of tho waves, and enveloped in immense 
Bheets of surging foam. Only a fe^v case- 
mates and green mounds tell of tho formi- 
dable fortifications of tho days of tho 
French rfjiiiir-, while a few coasting 
schooners or a few fisliing lio,'it"i have 
taken the place of the largo ll'>ets that as- 
sembled there from Europe and the West 
Indies in the middle of tho last century. 
It seems quite probablej however, that 
commercial onterjirise must soon find its 
way to this lonely harbor, ami grad\iall3' 
elevate it to a jiosifinn of lar;;o impor- 
tance. Tho finest coal mines of this con- 
tinent are situated between Louisbourg' 
and Sydnov, and are noir connected in- 
rail witlp.' the latter place. It is also pro- 
posed to extend the railway lines to Tj<ju- 
iabourg, since Sydney is closed in winter, 
and very frequently for some time in 
tho spring by tho drift ice of the (iiilf. 
When thi.s connection is m.^de, Louis- 
bourg will have taken the first ste[) to- 
wards becoming tho principal port of 
call for the passenger steamers of the 
Atlantic. Tho only obstacle that nature 
has interposed to a lino of railway from 
Lonislionr;^ to Ilidifas: or i'icton i:i l!io 
Cint of Canso, but a atcaiiiei- cniii.l 1h» 
kept running there without any ditiiculty 
for the.;5vholo year, with the exception of 
a few Weeks in the winter and B])ring; 
and it is al-io certain that a su-^iien'-ion 
])riili,'e could bo thrown a'-n,rjs the s;i-.;it 
in those days of advanced <!n;ciiieering 
fikill. Years must passaway bcfure Limi ;- 
bourg will attain a commercial posifion, 
but nevertheless no ono who conuideia 
its accesiibility at all seasons, and ^^ 
vicinity to thecoal mines of Capo l?reton, 
can doubt that it will eyi-nlually Immndhc 
ono of tho princnpr.l winter ])i)i'ts of the 
Canailian 1 >ominion." Thcdutof Canso 
Beparates Capo Breton from Nova Si'utia, 
to which it was no doubt attached at .s(jmc 
remote jjeriod. This remarkable channel 
is ab6tit, ii mile wide, upwards of twfehty 
fathoms deep, and fifteen miles in length. 
The current usually runs at the rate of 
four and a half milesau hour. Ii consti- 
tutes tho grand thoroughfare of all the 
J'i-ovit]cial and .^nlcric,'^l trade tu the

to he.idquartors. Now, is it not loo much 
to expect men to contmuo honest undei- 
such (drcuniKtauoes ? Take tho most dis- 
tant ami iiiai^cessible. stations, where re- 
Htraints almohl wholly disappear, and it 
will ttt ouco beou secu that tiio tcmptutiou 



to deal loosely with figures ia too great 
to be put upon average humanity. .Is_ it 
surprising that tho freedom with yhich 
oflicers at some stations "buck at Monte" 

and indulge in other extravagances has 
become tho subjoet r)f remark '! AVe do 
net wish to bo r'ndorstood as intimating 
that a single oflicial conscience has broken 
down utulor this temptation. "\Vo do not 
pretend to say that the public treasury 
has been defrauded to the extent of a 
single dollar. But, if it has not, tho cir- 
cumstance is duo to the possession of a 
higher average oflicial conscience than 
most countries. Even if it could bo pro- 
ven that no advantage has been taken of 
this extraordinary looseness in dealing 
with roveniio, still that would constitute 
no excuse for a perpetuation of. such un- 
heard of conditions. It is not right to 
put such a strain upon any man's honesty; 
neither ia it croditable to i\ Province that 
its revenues should bo lesd carefully 
handled thiui the ordinary income of a 
shopkeeper's till. Thero is no dc/nro to 
underrate the difiiculties presented by 
some Of the more' remote and inaoqessible 
stiuions 'to 'ftr^ "carrying out of a stnofaild' 
ttnihirm surrniUancc. But wo claim that 
wdierc the ]irinciple involved is so imjior- 
tant a few instances of possible inconvon- 
ioueo onghfc not to turn the ; Government 
aside from the path of obvious duty. 
Those in power are the custodians of the 
public revenue; and the people have a 
right to expect that every reasonable care 
shull bo taken to guard against mnlfeas- 
.MHH) in office, whereby rcTonuea shall bo 
diverted from their proper uses. Last 
•session a bill was passed reijuiring secur- 
ity from those ollicors intrusted with ptdj- 
lic moneys; and we have no doubt tho 
provisions of that bill have been i)roi)er- 
ly onforeed by the Executive. Bnt, so 
long as tho present loose .system of finance 
exists to enforce such a measure is very 
much liko bolting and barring tho front 
door against thieves and leaving the back 
door and tho windows wide open. Those 
remarks apply chiefly to revenues collect- 
ed at out-stations before they or any of 
them roach headquarters. Bnt.it is be- 
lieved that any remedy that may be ap-' 
plied should covor broader ground.

Sumas and Chilliwliaok. 

EDiTon Colonist: — Tho advocates 
of an assisted emigration to the 
country have always boon mot by tho as- 
surance that we have little or no arable 
hind, and that, consequently, wo cannot 
olTcr to tho intending settlor the same fu- 
ducements presented by Ontario, Austra- 
lia, or the United States. 

Eocontly, finding I liad a few days at 
my dispo.sal, I resolved to visit tho Chil- 
liwhack and Sumas settlements and learn 
from personal observation and conversa- 
tion with tho'"8ettli»r8 themselves the truth 
or falsity of those assertions, which, while 
not benefitting those who make them, are 
so detrimental to tho best interests of tho 
Province. 

Landing on tho Sumass, at what must 
soon become tho site of a thriving village, 
my attention woa arrested by the hum of 
machinery proceeding from a largo grist 
mill which has just been completed for 
tho Messrs. Chadsey. This establishment 
represents a heavy cajiital investment, 
and is said to 1)0 the most coinjilete of its 
kind in the Province. The buildings are 
large and sub.itantial. Tho motiTo power 
is supplied by a powerful engine manu- 
factured liy Mr. Spratt, of this city, and 
the milling machinery combines all the 
most modern imiirovements and labor sav- 
ing appliances. 

A few steps farther on and facing tho 
river is a largo gener.al store, th« proper- 
ty of D. W. Miller, Esq., and adjoining 
the store is the residence where that g«n- 
tlemau dispenses his well known hospi- 
tality. 

Biding through the settlements, I was 
agreeably surprised not only by the great 
fertility of the soil but by the evidences 
of progress and thrift everywhere disceru- 
ublo. 

The farms are being well fenced, tho 
area under cultivation is being rapidly 
extended, new roads are being laid out 
and old ones imiirovcd. 

Groat attention is b'.;ing directed to the 
improvoment of stock by the introduction 
of superior breeds, and labor is lieiug 
economized by the importation of the 
most approved agricultural machinery. 

A neat church and commodious pai'son- 
age hivvo been erected by the Methodist 
liorsuasioii, and gno,l public schools exist 
in both tho ."icttlements. 

The homesteads are of a superior class, 
some of which, as for instance, tlio resi- 
dences of h.. C. Wells, J. P., andH. Kipp, 
Esq., would not discredit the best su- 
burbs of Victoria. 

In oonversation with the settlers, many 
of whom came from Ontario, they assured 
me that tho advantages to the settler here, 
as compared with that much vaunted Pro- 
vince, arc greatly in our favor, and, while 
expressing their satisfaction with their 
own valuable locations and prospects for 
tho future, a.tsertcd that an abundance of 
land equally rich and not difllcnlt of ac- 
cess is still open for iire-onqition. 

Those prairies consist of alluvium de- 
posited by the Chilliwhack and Eraser 
rivers, and extend beiweon the latter and 
tho United States boundary, and aUlicmgh 
in !i9me ])03itions flooded overy year, yet 
the innndatioii seldom lasts long enough 
to cause miieh iiicimvcniciict! to the f;ir- 
iiicr. 1 would advi.se all "croakm-s" to go 
and see those settlements for themselves, 
and would respectfully recommend to the 
new Ministry. that in framing tlioir Esti- 
mates for the ensuing year they do not 
forget to help those who help themselves.

From the-iLtlantic to the 
Pacific. 

Tho fourth lecture, by P.ev. G. M." Grant 
was delivered on Tuesday evening, before 
a largo and highly respectable and 
thoroughly appreciative audience. It was 
worthy, and more than worthy, of tho 
three preceding lectures; and this wo re- 
gard as very high praise indeed. 

The lecturer laid on tho table soma 
specimeu.s of tho Prairio flora furnished 
him by Professor Lawsqn; also a "Calu- 
mot of Peace" from Governor Archibald — 
tho Yory Calumot smoked by tho Indians 
during the making of the two 
treaties which Governor Archibald had 
negotiated with them. Ho also rend the 
analysis of a box of coal from the Upper 
Sascatchewan, a sample submitted by 
Governor Archibald. The analyaii had 
boon made by Professor Lawson, and was 
in tho highest degree satisfactory. 

The lecturer then described tho route 
traversed from the head of Yc'llow Head 
i'ass to tlie shores of tho I'acitic. They 
had passed tho lirst rango of Rocky 
Mountains at a height of 8700 feet. Now 
two other ranges have to be orossed. How 
can this be done '? Tho Pfasbf Biver 
begins on the o.ast Hide of tho second (or 
gold) rango. For some distance it fol- 
lows a straight course west, towards the 
I'aeifte; but then it moetw the gold rango, 
high, hard, unbroken, covered with ever- 
lasting snows. It cannot break through 
this stupendous and awful barrier. So it 
turns at right angles and makes for the 
north, until it reaches the end of tho 
range, and then it suddenly loops south 
iigain and makes its way into the Pacific. 
The ]iro|)osed railway route iloesiiot fol- 
low the Praaer Kivor in its northward 
course, but turns southward, and makes 
for the head of the Thompson Biver It 
was horo, in the wild country between 
Tote Jauno (Jacho and Kamloops that tho 
real hardships of tho journ(\v were eiperi- 
eneed. Tlio ditUcnlties were simplyenor- 
luous, and would have been unsurmount- 
able were it not for tho trail that had boon 
cut In' the surveying party from Vancou- 
ver island. 

In the . heart of this teriblo country the 
jiarty met John ( ilen. a iiionoer mining 
prospector, looking out for gold. He was 
alone— with two widl-laden horses. Mr. 
Grant iiii'tured him out linoly as a repre- 
sentative character, and showed tho won- 
derful hardships to which minors submit. 
Ho described the magnificent forests of 
this region— vast. pieturosiiuo. tall, bound- 
less — tho cedars, pinos,Jhomlooks, spruce, 
rivilling each other in grandeur and 
beauty. 

Here, too, they found the head 'of the 
'headless Indian,' spoken of by 3Iilton and 
Cheadle. The skull was expected here on 
the night of tho lecture, but had not 
arriveil. A skull of a flat-headed In- 
dian was exhibited. 

After a hard and prolonged struggle 
with the diliicultiea of the trail, they 
reached Kamloojis, whore once more they 
were within reach of civilization. Here 
they bad the joy of receiving nows])a|)orB 
and hearing news, aftm' being two montlis 
without communication with the out(;r 
worlil. 

They hml now to d'avcrso between tho 
second anil thirtl itniigos. Thoy had a 
waggon road, and were able to Li o wag- 
gons, and made comparatively rapid pro- 
gross. At the village of shantiej, with a 
I)opnlation of about 10(J souls, the two 
great rivers, the Thompson and Fraser 
unite. Tho river continues wild, rapid, 
raging through mountain groges, with 
but rare patuUas of intervftl^ uere and 
there. Mr. Grant explained the rush of 
gohl diggers to Britisli Columbia in 185H 
and ISliJ, anil the way in which the popula- 
tion llnated away again, leaving but few 
behind. He very graphically de.icribed 
the iijaguitieout natural scanery of the 
country, and spoke most hopefully of its 
^future. He deplorotl the bbindoriiig of 
British displomacy through which we loit 
Sau Juan. Our boundary should liaTe 
been tlie (Juli;i!;bia river, and, no doubt, 
would have bf:eii if the Ilrjtish Mitiiiitry 
had known auytlmig of tho otnuttry: Ijiit 
srtverely as tiie loss oi San Juan has boon 
full, wo cuu do without it, we havo more 
good land, more rosourors than we know 
well wliat to do with. 

Mr. Grant described the "Inlets" of the 
lirifish Cohimliia cja^t, and the jirobable 
ti'rniiiii of the l';u'ilie llailway.

Salt von Couoiis. — In those day.s when 
diseases of the throat prevail, the ])articu- 
larly dry and. haolcing cough, which is 
not only distresHing-^to^onrselves but to 
those with whom wo aro Brought into 
business contact, those thus alllicted may 
bo benefitoil by trying tho following re- 
medy: Last fall wo wore induced to try 
what virtue there was in common salt. 
Wo commenced by using it tbroo times a 
day — morning, noon and night. Wo dis- 
solved a large tablespoonful of common 
salt in about a half a tumblerful of cold 
watfir, and with this wo gargled the throat 
most elVectually, just bef(jro meal time. 
Tho result has been that during tho win- 
ter wo woro not only free from the usual 
coughs and colds to which, as far as our 
memory extouda, wo have alway.s been 
subject, but the dry, hacking cough has 
ontiroly diaa[)pearod. Wo attribute it en- 
tirely to tho salt gargle, and do most cor- 
diallv recommend it to those of our read- 
ers who aro subject to disease of tho 
throat. 

Blood as DiKT.--A..ttentiou having been 
drawn by Professor Panum, of the Uni- 
yersity of Copenhagen, to tho amount of 
nutritious matter contained in blood and 
usually lost, Dr. Neilson, of that city, has 
been endeavoring to solve the problem of 
fixing blood in forms suitable for food, 
and at the same time capable of preserva- 
tion, namely: First, as sausages, puddings 
and cakes — being mixed with fat, meiu, 
sugar, salt and a few spices — to sorve as 
much cheaper compensation or substitute 
for moat, and intended more es()ecially 
for tlie use fif tlu^ jiooror idasscs; and, 
second, as blood (diocoiate, more especi- 
ally suitable to be iisod iu liospitals, as 
well as otherwise in medical practice, in 
which latter form it has been recommentl- 
ed by Professor Panum, at a meeting of 
physicians at Copenhagen, and is now 
being emjiloyed in some of the hospitals 
of that city. 

It seems llie long talkod-of railway 
from tho Mediterranean to India will soon 
be commenced; but there is' a dilTerence 
of r)pinion as to what route it ought to 
follow. The C)xns and I'uphrates valleys 
aro both (digible. The former is the 
shortest, while hv tlio latter no special en- 
gineering diilieulties will b(! onernintered. 
It is proposed first to build .SOU miles of 
railway at a cost of 5000,000,000, from 
Alexandria in EfiOTi to li^pnaltou the Fetr 
sian Gulf, which is close to Bombay. This 
would pay for itself while tlie remaining 
portion was being constructed.
